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W HAT IS CH EM ISTRY ? 


Chemistry is the science which 
tre a ts of the different kinds of m a t­ 
te r in the universe, their proper­ 
ties, laws of combination, and rela­ 
tion to one another. 
There is an­ 
other word which used to be con­ 
sidered the nam e of a science. Tile 
word alchemy, and is closely relat­ 
ed to the word chemistry. 
The science of chemistry 
is di­ 
vided into various branches, 
the 
more general and im portant are: 
1. Organic chem istry—T h at divi­ 
sion of chem istry which treats of 
the carbon compounds. 
Iii early 
tim es it was thought th a t every 
organic compound was formed or 
existed only in living plants, but 
this theory is now wholly given up. 
2. Inorganic chem istry—T h at di­ 
vision of chem istry which trea ts of 
those compounds th a t are not uni­ 
ted with carbon. 
3. A griculture chem istry which 
deals with the 
problems 
of 
the 
farm . 
4. Electric 
chem istry 
which 
tre a ts of the use of electricity 
in 
chemical problems. 
5. Industrial chemistry, which is 
the application of chemical ideas 
to m anufacturing. 
6. Physical chem istry which 
is 


th a t part of the science 
dealing 
with physics iii its relation to chem ­ 
istry. 
7. Therm o chem istry which deals 
with heat changes tak in g place in 
chemical reaction. 
Chem istry divides all substances 
of the world into two classes: E ith ­ 
er they are elem ents, or they are 
compounds. 
An elem ent is a sub­ 
stance which cannot be divided in­ 
to two or more sim pler substances; 
a compania! is a substance m ade up 
of elements. 
All m atter th a t exists is m ade up 
of minute particles called atoms. 
These are too small to be seen with 
the m ost powerful microscope and 
they are indivisable. 
W hen a cer­ 
tain num ber of atom s of one ele­ 
ment are brought in contact with 
others, several th in g s m ay happen. 
The two kinds of atom s m ay not 
show the slightest attraction for 
each other, both rem aining exactly 
as be I ore. 
One ato m of one kind 
may seize upon one or m ore atom s 
of tin* other substance and em it to 
form a tiny particle of a new sub­ 
stance or both kinds of atom s may 
w ait until some outside force, like 
heat, nuts them in such conditions 
th a t they m ay unite.

Chem ists have a w ay of nam ing 
d ie m ical compounds which shows at 
once th a t they are compounds, and 
the nam es indicate the elem ents of 
which they are composed. 
Each 
lenient has w h at is called a symbol, 
by which it is know n— usually the 
first 
letter 
of 
its 
name. 
Thus 
O stands for oxygen, ll for hydro­ 
gen, and N for nitrogen. 
In the 
symbol H 20, indicating w ater, the 
symbol m eans th a t two atom s of 
hydrogen combined with one atom 
of oxygen to form the compound 
Once a person has really grasped 
the idea of the 
combination 
of 
atom s and the system of 
nam ing 
chemical compounds, has the found­ 
ation principles of chem istry. 
All 
the re st is variation. 
C hem istry is em phatically an ex­ 
perim ental science, and no exhaus­ 
tive knowledge of it can be obtain­ 
ed without the m aking of experi­ 
m ents. Unlike experim ents in phys­ 
ics chemical experim ents can ’t well 
be perform ed a t home, by an inex­ 
perienced person, as the substances 
dealt, with are in m any instances 
dangerous.
